HERI i« a wholesome opposition among
Muss<arhusetts Republicans to the use

Tts latest
manifestation hux appeared in the foreed
resignntion of Fred J. Burrill, the ‘htatr
treasarer

Mr. Burrill is an advertising agent. Tt
was digcovered during the Ponzi investiga-
tion that he had deposited $123,000 of state
funds in the Hanover Trust Co.. and that
the compnany «did its advertising through his
ageney,  luquirs  developed the fact that
many other bauks, the advertising of which
he hoandled, had deposits of state funds.
There were such possiBilities of graft ia
this situation that Burrill was severely eriri-
vized, He withdrew from the advertisiug
aertiey. but declined to explain whether the
withdrawnl was real or only formal. The
Mawssachusetts Republican Club demanded his
resignation.  Governor Coolidge appointed a
legizlative committes to inquire into the mat-
ter of dhe deposit of public money in favored
banks. While the inquiry was going on
arrangements were made to nominate another
eandidate for the troasuryship at the pri-
maries this week, Burrill had been renomi-
nuted and his pame printed on the ballots.
When testimony was offered to the legislative
comuiittes on Friday to show how deposits
in banks that advertised through Burrill had
been incereased, Burrill resigned and asked
hix friends to refrain from voting for him at |

the primaries, His request will doubtless

Plan to Erect Memorlal Institute to
the General In Panama Recalls

One of the Moat Herole
Stories of Belence

ASHINGTON dispatehes say that plans

are woll yeder way to erect in Panama
a lasting memorial to the honor of the late
Goneral ,Willlam €, Gorgas, the man who
drove yellow fevqr from the isthmus and
made the canal possible,
to take the form of an institute for the
study of tropion] dixeases, aund it will thus
earry on the work to which the general de-
voted s0 much of hin life.

The French failed to build a canal fram
the Atlantje to the Pacific Inrgely beemusa
of the awfil toll of life which the yellow
fever took amopg them. The Americans
sueecedod bBeeause they conquered the yel-
low fever, Tt ix not too much to say, there.

fore (amd it detrncts yothing from the engi.
neefing  honors won by Goethals), that

UT to trace the credit all the way back
and give each man the share that is due®
him, we must go beyond Giorgas dnd Pan-

But. %o complete the trail of human
thanks to sclence, we must give credit for
the mosquito jdea to the men who, before
the Cuabap - experimbnts, hnd investigated
the ravages of malarin—8ir Patrick Mano-
son and Dr. Donald Ross, an English ma-
Jor, in India, and, twenty yenrs beforo that,
to the Fro#ich scientist, Alphonse Laveran,
working in Algerja.

T WOULD be difficult to imagine any

sejentific discovery more completly sur-
prising than was, the work of the Reed com-
mission.

Almost at the {ime that they wers work-
fog in Cuba Dr. Joseph McFarland, of the
Medieo-Chirurgieal College in  this city,
published his well-known *Textbook Upon
the I'atho‘enir- Bacterin'' and, in his chap?
ter on yellow fever he describes the germ
dircovered by an TItalian, Sanarelli, and
cplled the “‘bacillus icteroides,”” then sup-
posed to be the eause of the disease. He
quotes the: report miadeé by an Ameriean
commission to Cuba the previons year, in
which it i= stated *‘that the micro-organism
named the bacillur jeteroides i= the cause
of yellow fever,” that “infection takes
place by way of the respiratory tract” and
that “‘colonization of the bacteria (in the
lungs) is followed by a secondary infection
in the blood.'*
 Commenting upon this report, Dr. Me-
Farlend says: **Agramonte, on the other
hand, does not believe that the specific
germ of yellow fever is yet discovered. Hiw
studies of bacillud fcteroides convinee him
that it is not concefned in the etiology of
the divease, as he failed to find it in the
bloond of sixteen out of twenty-three cases
and declares that he found it iun cases other
than yellow fever,'*

GRAMONTE was right. 1le was so

convineed of his opinlon, in fact, that
he joived The Reed commission in 1000 and
was of materinl help in the wexperiments
that proved to be xo epoch-making.

The bacillus of yellow fever Ec not yet
known, theugh ite method of transmission
is proved beyond deubt, and, in the light
of the similar manifestations of the better-
known malarin parasite, seientists have a
fairly certain idea of its habits. They at
lenst kpow beyond doubt that the mosguito
known as the stegomyia transmits the yel-
low fever bacilluk, just as the morquite
known as the anoopheles {ransmits the,
bacillus of malaria,

IEN the Reed commission began its

work in Cuba in June, 1000, its mem-
bers were fairly convinced that they would
find the mosquite to be the cause of the
malady hecause of the discoveries in relation
to malaria.  Dr. Jesse Larear, one of the
members  of the commission, deliberately
permitted himeelf. to be bitten by mosquitoes
that had previously bitten men suffering
from the disease. He suffered n violent
aftnek of the fever, and, notwithstunding
all that could be done for him, he paid with
his life for hin scirntific zeal.

This one ecase, however, was not sufficient
to prove the guilt of the stegomyia com-
letely enough to suit the Reed seientists.
hey planned a =erics of experimeuts that,
taken a]l together. should remove the slight -
est doubt of the definiteness of their results.

HE firat experiment was to disprove the

tradition that sellow  fever econld be
trapsmitted by the clothing taken from pa-
tiepts who had bad attacks of the fever,
(ke of the 'huts had its windows and doors
1-arefullf wereened.  Into this were brought
poxes of clothing aud bedelothes taken from
patients, some of whom had died from the
disease,

The volunteers entered the hut, unpacked
the cjothing, put in on, and for twenty days
lived in it and slept in the bedelothes fresh
from the infected patients,  Doetor Rewsd
wrote of this: ‘“T'o pass twenty nights in a
sinall, fl-veotilated room, with a tempera-
ture over ninety, in close coptact with the
most loathgome articles of dress and furni-
ture. in an atmosphere fetid from their
presence, is an act of heroism which onght
to command our highest admiration and our
lasting gratitude.’” #

But the clothing failed to transmit the
disense, -~

HE next experiment was to prove defi-

nitely that it was the stegomyia that
transmitted the fever. The othen hut, with
windows nnd doors screened, was divided
down the middle by a partition of sereening.
In ome room, fromm which all mosquitoes
were excluded, three men lived. Inta the
other room were released mosquitoes that
had bitten yellow fever patients,

Jolin Moran entored this latter room and
permitted himself to be bitten by the mos
quitoes.  On  Christiins morniog he  was
stricken with the fever and bhad n severe
attack, but he bore it without a murmur,
because he knew that he had proved for all
time that this dread scourge that had taken
so mapy thousand lives was a thing wo
lopger a mystery. and that its preveution
and ultimate extermination were from that
time on easily within the range of possi
bility.

HOUGH the yellaw fever germ has not
been isolated, it is believed that s life.
cyele Is similar to that of malarin, The dix-
covery of the mosquito’s guilt in the trans.

Wages must  he
hadd tiest, i we are to enjoy an ecasier living
anid reap the feaits of our labor and later
acquire culture, and many of the wage-
carning vlass bnve just bad their first taste
ot thene things and they are ngt going ‘o
go buek to any other condition.

« While other pations have brod a purer
and finer vithu, we have bred stronger,
We enjoy, tirst of all, an ideal position geo-
graphically. Located centrally between the
hardy, though phlegmatic, northern countries
spd the less hardy. but more highly steung,
temperameuntal soutbern .ountries, we ave a
happy blending of theso elements.
